This  is  my  Annual  Report  as  directed  by  Circular  2604  of 
Larch  24th  1942,  and  consists  mostly  of  ststistics.  In  addition 
to  those,  I am  recording  several  important  points. 

In  April  the  water  chlorination  plant  was  finished.  In  l ay 
I had  to  report  on  my  inspection  of  32  Domestic  Aid  Shelters. 

On  June  23rd  and  24th,  as  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  unable 
to  go,  I attended  a course  at  Cambridge  on  Pood  and  its  protection 
against  gas. 

In  September,  I was  able  to  give  you  good  figures  as  regards 
the  protection  of  children  against  Diptheria. 

hr.  P.  G.  Shute  visited  Aldeburgh  on  September  9th  to  make  a 
a survey  on  the  mosquito  nuisance  in  answer  to  our  request  for  help 
of  the  ministry  of  Health. 

He  submitted  his  report  on  this  survey,  and  it  was  decided  to 
send  this  round  so  that  every  member  of  the  Council  should  be  able 
to  follow  it  more  closely.  1 r.  Shute  is  expected  to  pay  us  another 
visit  very  shortly. 

In  December,  you  asked  me  to  inspect  the  Rest  Centre  at  the 
7.V.S.  Canteen.  I reported  to  the  County  L.O.H.  that  I was  satisfied 
with  the  accommodation  for  40  people. 


I have  not  received  an  estimate  from  the  Registrar  General, 
and  cannot  say  what  the  comparative  factor  is.  Last  year  it  was 
0.85,  and  so  I am  using  that  figure  again  this  year.

Temperature , No  records  are  kept  of  temperature  in  A1 deburgh, 
and"  I arn  indebted  to  Mrs.  Crimson  of  Leiston  for  the  follow- 
ing figures,  The  Mean  annual  Temperature  was  48,56°",  The 
coldest  day  was  January  18th,  when  both  ohe  maximum  and 
minimum  thermometers  in  the  shade  registered  190i',(13 
degrees  of  frost).  On  January  Ibth  the  minimuig  fell  to  11° 
but  the  maximum  rose  to  31  making  a mean  of  21  instead  of  a 
mean  of  19  . The  ground  temperature  on  January  16th  was 
9° showing  23°of  frost.  The  hottest  day  was  July  13th,  when 
the  maximum  was  84  and  tae  minimum  64°giving  a mean  of  74°.

Paratyphoid  B.  he  had  two  cases  notified,  both  Females  of 
middle  age",  one  on  June  19th  and  brie  other  on  August  20th, 
The  first  one  was  treated  at  home  with  Sul phamon in  and  the 
other  was  sent  to  Ipswich  Isolation  hospital,  under  Dr, 
Martin  who  gave  me  all  the  help  ho  coufd,  but  we  could  not 
trace  any  connection  between  the  two  cases,  nor  could  we 
trace  the  origin  of  either  case. 
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Sample- s of  Milk  and  Fater  showed  no  brace  of  the  Para- 
typhoid Bacillus,  but  the  samples  of  Milk  showed  us  the 
necessity  of  keeping  up  inspection  of  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

^hooping  Cough  and  Measles  have  both  been  made 
Notifiable, although  at  a reduced  rate  and  consequently , our 
notifications  have  increased  very  considerably.  the  figures 
I have  given  below  show  forty-eight  cases, and  the  age  and 
sex  incidence  may  be  of  value  to  those  who  are  working  on 
these  subjects » rro  provided  25 Co  of  V'hooping  Cough  vaccine 
to  see  if  wo  could  stay  the  soidemic  without  much  success.
